fatal to Mrs. Ruth Ruppert, 25 years 
old, wife of Emory Ruppert, near 
Davidsbtirg. 
She died at 9:50 o’clock 
Saturday evening in the York Hos­ 
pital. 
Mrs. Ruppert was burned from head 
to foot when her clothing caught fire 
from the explosion, which also set 
fire to the house, a two and half 
story frame building. 
The structure 
was burned to the ground. 
Only the heroic efforts of the hus- 
liand saved two of the Ruppert chil­ 
dren from being burned 
to death. 
Dashing into the blazing building, he 
made his way to the second floor, 
snatched Delmar, aged six, and Hazel, 
three, from their beds and escaped 
from the house just as the structure 
collapsed. 
Poured Oil In Fire 
Mrs. Ruppert had started a fire in 
the kitchen range, hut the draught 
was insufficient and the kindling wood 
and paper would not ignite. 
Taking 
a two-gallon oil can, she began to 
pour the kerosene on the fire, when 
there was a loud explosion and the 
burning oil was scattered over the 
kitchen and on the woman’s clothing. 
Ruppert was working in the com 
shed. 
Hearing the report and the 
cries of his wife, he ran toward the 
building just as his wife and an eight- 
year-old daughter, Mabel, ran out into 
the yard. 
He tore the burning cloth­ 
ing from her body and before she col­ 
lapsed she frantically cried to her 
husband to rescue the other children, 
who were asleep in bed. 
NV.ghbors who arrived shortly aft­ 
erward were unable to save any of the 
Lurniture, but devoted their atten­ 
tion to saving the life of Mrs. Rup­ 
pert. Dr. Eugene Elgin, of East Ber­ 
lin, w’as summoned and advised the 
woman’s immediate removal to the 
York Hospital. 
Daniel Ruppert, of 
Davi(|sburg, her father-in-law, took 
her to the hospital in his automobile. 
She regained consciousness later on 
in the day, but hospital physicians, 
although they made every effort to 
save her life, held out little hope for 
recovery. 
The end came shortly be­ 
fore IO o’clock in the evening. 
Neighbors of the Rupperts have 
collected 
a 
purse 
of $19 for the 
stricken family. 
Yesterday, a num­ 
ber of persons visited the ruins of 
the Ruppert home and voluntarily, 
left $29. 
Mr. Ruppert lost every­ 
thing in the fire. 
He had been buy­ 
ing the home.

pert leaves three 
chddren, 
Mabel, 
aged eight; Delmar, six, and Hazel, 
four; her father, Jacob Miller, near 
Abbottstown; two brothers, John, of 
Y’ork, and Maurice, Michigan; one 
sister, Bessie, Michigan; two half- 
sisters, Carrie, York, and Zena, Mich­ 
igan.

BY FEW MINUTES 


Gettysburg Young Woman Were 
on Foot 
Bridge, Few Mo­ 
ments Before It Gave Way 
In Brownsville. 


Miss Mildred Deardorff and William 
Shover, Gettysburg, narrowly escaped 
serious injury by a few minutes Sat­ 
urday evening at Brownsville, this 
state. 
The two young Gettysburg people 
were standing on a foot bridge, forty 
feet above a cobblestone wharf along 
the Monongahela river just a few 
minutes befone the railing gave way, 
throwing over IOO persons to the cob­ 
bled wharf below. 
P. J. Neville, a train dispatcher, 
died in a hoFoital 
Sunday evening 
from injuries suffered when the foot 
hridgo collapsed, bringing the death 
list to two persons. 
Milo Long died 
a few hours after the accident. 
A 
number of others were seriously in­ 
jured. 
Miss Deardorff and Mr. Shover had 
gathered with the crowd of persons 
on the foot bridge to watch a wreck­ 
ed automobile being taken from the 
Monongahela river. 
In order to get 
a better view of the activities in con­ 
nection with the removal ’from the 
river of the automobile, they walked 
off the foot bridge to a large bridge 
over the Monongahela railroad. 
No sooner had they left the foot 
bridge than they heard the crash and 
looking around isaw the crowd on the 
wooden structure precipitated to the 
stone wharf below.
